Voting was slow in most o f tin* 
precincts this morning, and at noon 
scarcely one-half had been voted in 
a n y precinct, 
lint 
from the noon 
hour on, voting picked up. The poll 
of the -iv 
precincts showed 
that 
there were approxim ately 3,457 peo­ 
ple to vote in the city, and at two 
o’clock 1,83s had voted, leaving the 
1629 people to vote in the four hours 
r» maining. 
hi precinct number I, voting at the 
C atholic school, there were 580 vot­ 
er- polled and 207 had voted short- 
Iv before two o’clock. In the second 
precinct, 
at 
the

school, 
there were 475 voters eligible and 
31 I persons had voted, leaving only 
about 150 votes out. 
In the third precinct, voting at J . 
Q. Thom as’ olliee, there were a pos- 
sible 400 votes with 216 voted at 2 
o’clock. In the fourth precinct, vo t­ 
ing at the Poundstone building, 360 
voters were polled and 242 had v o t­ 
ed at two o’clock, indicating a strong 
vote at this place. 
The largest precinct, located 
in 
precinct five voting at F o rd ’s resi­ 
dence, had one-half voted at two o’­ 
clock. There were 810 voters polled 
and 400 had voted at that hour. 
The sixth precinct, voting at I r ­ 
vin ’- garage, also was registering a 
heavy vote, w ith 404 voted out o f a 
possible 772 on the boll books.

The lightning finish on the lust two 
days o f tin* fa ll period ending M on­ 
d ay night accounted for the large 
collections. rip until S a tu rd a y it ap ­ 
peared that tax receipts would fall 
f a r short o f $476,000, the falling due 
on the fa ll installm ent. S a tu rd a y ’s

to $102,662.22, of which $50,546.83 
was paid on the closing day.
